ANTIAGO.  Cuba,  Feb.  3  One-third  of  Santia^;o  is  in 
ruitiH  and  1,500  persons  are  daad  amid  the  debris  of 
tMr  hornet  as  a  rtaidt  of  two  aarthquakes  that  rocked 

the  city  late  last  night  and  early  this  montfllf. 

Thf  llrst  shock  came  at  4:30  on 
Tuesday  anemoOD.  Tlie  second, 
and  dUastrouB  quake,  struck  the 
aleeping  city  at  1:15  ajn.  today. 
BnOdtafs  ocdlapsad  as  if  made  of 
arusiilnf  whole  families; 
plant  was  put  out 
plunging  the  city 
.  Only  the  flames  that 
burst  at  several  places  from  the 
ruins  MTved  to  light  the  donise 
bla<:kii(s,s  of  the  night,  as  friRht-

.  to  escape  from  toppUng  MDdhigs.

The  crle.s  ol  the  Injured  and 
dying  filled  the  air.  Rescue  squads 
were  hastily  formed,  and  ambu- 
lances hastened  through  the  debrls-

descended  from  their  sleeping  quar- 
ters to  the  ground  floor  for  the 
night,  following  the  flr.st  quake,  but 
had  been  burled  beneath  the 
masoriry  of  the  structure  when  It 
crumpled  at  the  second  shock. 
MANY  BUILDINGS  WRECKED 
Santiago  is  a  city  of  70,000  Inhabi- 
tants, and  an  early  estimate  jjlaced 
damage  to  one-third  of  the  build- 
ings, while  more  than  500  .struc- 
tures had  totally  collapsed.

COMMON  LAW 

The  address  of  Mr.  Jackson  was 
on  the  origin  of  common  law.  Prog- 
ress among  a  people  was  propor- 
tionate to  the  request  which  that 
people  had  for  the  liiw.s  ,uid  the 
court*;  ol  that  people.  Conuiion  law. 
he  said,  wa.s  original  with  the  north 
people  of  Kurojie  From  the  cus- 
toms of  the  people  among  them- 
selves was  law  developed.  There 
)was  no  sjpstem  of  law  that  had 
proved  so  suoqaisful  for  the  welfare 
of  Uie  world  than  the  common  hiw 
of  Britain. 

T^ert  had  from  the  earliest  times 
been  evidence  of  this  law.  Even  In 
the  tribal  times  of  the  rare  it  be- 
gan to  develop.  Even  b(  n.i.-  the 
Norman  times  there  had  been  codi- 
fied laws  In  Wessex,  Kent  and  some 
other  parts  of  BrlUin.  The  early 
Britons  had  an  original  type  of 
codes  of  the  village  commimlty  form 
Hie  idea  of  coUectivlam  was  avldeal 
in  these  early  «««»"««"m>1  la%s.  and 
tribes  acted  wider  them  rather  than 
individual- 

With  the  ,  i  1  J.;  of  the  Normans, 
however,  there  was  a  h*gh  Ideal  of 
law  Introduced,  llda  had  had  its 
part  in  developing  the  British  peo- 
ple Into  the  wonderful  race  that 
they  became.  Under  the  rule  so  in- 
troduced the  King  was  the  unifying 
feature  Just  as  It  renabMd  today 
within  the  Empire. 

'Hie  speaker  traced  the  history  of 
the  courts  from  the  (Miglnal  appeal 
to  the  king  to  the  present  time. 
There  had  always  been  In  the  In- 
terpreution  of  the  lavs  the  Idea  of 
Justice  which  had  come  down  to  the 
present.  Bven  ta  the  old  practice 
erf  trial  bgr  ordeal  and  by  battle 
thaw  was  the  prevailing  Idea  that 
Ood  would  be  behind  the  innocent 
and  would  be  prepared  to  vlndu  aN 
him.

The  rule  calling  for  the  coHcc- 
tion  of  a  charge  upon  cheques  Ls,sued 
against  current  accounts  of  small 
size  in  local  banks  now  comes  Into 
efTect  under  the  clearing  house 
agreement.  lUs  calls  for  tha  pay- 
ment of  T  eants  a  diaqua.  with  a 
minimum  ehuga  of  60  centa  a 
month  whan  the  acoounta  show  a 
balance  of  less  than  $200. 

In  case  the  account  Is  more  than 
$200  but  le.s«  than  $300,  there  will 
be  a  similar  charge  of  7  cents  a 
cheque  with  a  limit  allowod  Of  tan 
cheques  free  of  charge. 

The  explanation  offered  by  the 
local  clearing  house  Is  that  the 
banks  are  obliged  to  take  this 
course  In  order  to  cover  the  ooats 
which  attach  to  the  Issuing  of 
cheques  throui^  tha  banks.  When 
the  account  la  a  small  one,  the 
benefits  are  not  offast  by  Vt»  flOit 
to  the  institution.

When  the  city  of  Victoria  ac 
quired  the  lands  by  expropriation 
from  the  Esquimau  company,  It 
assumed  the  agreement  between  the 
company  and  the  loggers  in  that 
agreement  the  loggers  had  the  right 
of  way  over  12.500  acres,  with  cer 
tabi  very  limited  restrictions  with 
reference  to  the  operation  of  rail- 
way Uaas  androadwajrs  orskldways. 
There  waa  a  provision  tax  the  orig- 
inal agreement  that  the  loggers 
leave  one  tree  of  not  le.ss  tlian 
thirty  inches  on  the  butt,  four  feet 
from  the  ground.  In  every  ten  acres 
for  seed  and  reforestation. 

Mainly  through  the    elTorts  of 
City  Engineer  F.  M.  Preston,  who 

realized  the  danger  of  raniovlnK 
timber  fTom  the  Malahat  district,

Under 
this  agreement  the  city  was  suc- 
cessful in  prohibiting  cutting  on  the 
areas  above  mentioned,  whMl  re- 
moved froni  the  original  agioaaMBt 
a  total  of  IMg  aerea. 

SELECnVB  LOGGfNO 
The  new  agreement,  however, 
prohibited  the  loggers  from  remov- 
ing Umber  of  less  than  ten  Inches 
on  the  butt  and.  it  is  presumed  this 
restriction  was  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preserving  the  small  growth. 
There  is  no  mention  of  high  lead 
or  any  other  method  of  logging  in 
the  agreement,  but.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  city  solicitor,  the  destruction 
.r  tiniijer  under  the  ten-inch  stipu- 
lation may  be  construed  as  a  breach 
of  the  provisions  of  the  agreement 
if  those  treea  are  being  deetreyad 
by  the  logging  operaUons. 

It  is  understood  that  the  loggers 
put  forward  the  argument  that  the 
trees  would,  in  any  event,  be  de- 
stroyed In  burnlm;  slash  as  re- 
quired by  the  forestry  regulations. 
The  city  .solicitor  is  further  of  the 
opinion  that  the  logging  company 
would  not  be  the  party  to  deter- 
mine Uuit  phase  of  tha  agreement, 
but  it  should  be  a  matter  for  con- 
sideration by  the  contracting 
parties

Jutt  as  It  doM  now,  that  the 
taxpayers  of  the  country  will  have  to  talce  the 
loM.  The  Olobe  need  not  be  unnecessarily  cap- 
eeraed  on  the  proaale  aubjeet  of  raetiioda  of  book- 
keeping The  taxpaycr.s  are  taklnL,  the  loss  an- 
nually and  will  continue  to  take  it  until  the  debt 
M  Ilquldatad. 

The  problem  of  the  Canadian  National  is  not 
Ita  capitalization  not  bearing  a  proper  relation  to 
Ita  aarntait  power.  Any  ohango  In  that  capital- 
Izatlon  by  repudiating  a  portion  of  it  as  belong- 
ing to  the  railway  company  would  be  a  subter- 
fugo,  TBo  taxpayor'a  obligation  on  raUway  ac- 
count ^onld  not  be  minimized  A.s  a  matter  of 
fact  he  would  be  wor^  placed  than  he  is  today, 
becauae.  under  a  new  system  of  capltalliatlo*- 
if  there  were  ."uirplu.s  earninR.s.  they  would  not 
be  applicable  to  interest  charges  on  the  portion 
of  the  capital  "wrftten  off';  they  would  be  used 
In  connection  with  the  operations  of  the  railway 
systen:!,  poeaibly  in  the  provision  of  unwanted  ex- 
tensions. 

The  Toronto  Olobe  believes  that  the  capital- 
liatlon  of  the  Canadian  National  system  should 
not  have  to  carry  "the  cost  of  Junk  bought  by 
Parliament  "  The  phra.se  l.s  unhappily  applied. 
Parliament  approved  appropriations  recommend/ 
ed  by  the  wanagtmont  ot  tb»  Canadian  na- 
tional Raiiway.s.  It  Is  ParllaBSBt,  OT  In  Other 
words  the  taxpayers  of  the  country,  that  ha? 
found  the  Fortunatus  purse  out  of  which  the 
anibltlou.s  programme  decreed  by  the  Canadian 
l^atipnal  Railways  ^as  been  subsidized.  Parlia- 
meni  of  It*  own  Totttlon.  did  not  purchase 
"junk."  It  is  (|vtte  true  that  if  it  had  been  alive 
to  its  respooilbUltles  of  safeguarding  the  in- 
terests of  the  taxpayers  It  would  have  refused 
to  .sanction  many  capital  expenditures  recom- 
menced by  the  Canadian  National  management. 
It  did  not,  and  as  a  consequence  there  has  been 
.so  much  the  more  spilt  milk.  What  is  lo.si  can- 
not be  retrieved  by  bookkeeping  entries  afteo 
Ing  Che  capltallBatlon  of  the  system.  Any  such 
method  could  not  delude  anyone.  The  people 
owe  the  monejr,  and  it  is  the  people  who  have  to 
pay.  and  it  does  not  matter  In  the  least  whether 
they  pay  It  as  a  part  of  the  National  Debt  or  as 
%,part  of  the  Canadian  National  indebtedness. 

The  Toronto  Olobe,  like  some  other  newt- 
papcr.s  in  the  country  who  are  slaTlsh  admirers 
of  the  Canadian  National  system,  are  attempting 
to  burke  the  Issue.  The  problem  Is  how  to  make 
the  road  pay;  to  pare  down  its  expenditures;  to 
make  the  best  of  the  bad  job  Involved  in  the 
wanton  outlays  In  which  the  management  ha.«» 
engaged  during  the  last  decade;  and.  what  is 
most  important  of  all,  to  wipe  out  duplication  of 
facilities  where  one  set  of  such  facilities  admir- 
ably serve  transportation  requirements.  The 
issue  is  not  to  write  down  capitalization  of  the 
nationally-owned  sjrstem.  That  would  not  be 
the  path  of  either  honeity  or  expediency.  The 
Transportation  Commission  now  at  work  inves- 
tigating the  country's  railway  problem  is  wholly 
unlikely  to  be  affected  by  the  specious  proposals 
being  put  forward,  of  which  "writlnR  down  '  the 
capltaUsaUon  of  the  Canadian  NaUonal  system 
la  one.

Ontario  ha.s  plven  a  remarkable  lllu.stratlon  of 
provincial  on  the  top  of  national  confidence  in 
the  fotaro. 

Qnlario  Is  a  very  wealthy  province.  Its  do- 
mestic and  business  property  is  greater  than 
that  of  any  other  province  of  the  Dominion.  It 
has  farm  lands  that  are  rich  assets;  It  has 
great  natural  wealth  in  agriculture,  water 
powers,  minerals,  timber,  pulpwood  and  fisher- 
ies. There  is  the  amplest  seeiurity  for  what- 
ever Internal  loan  is  launched  to  meet  the  needs 
of  government.  This  security  is  not  peculiar  to 
Ontario;  it  maintains  throughout  the  Dominion, 
and  our  people  are  well  aware  of  it.  What  On- 
tario has  done,  as  the  Dominion  did  on  two  oc- 
casions recently,  Is  to  emphasize  the  possibility 
of  Canada  becoming  self-supporting  in  the  mat- 
ter of  Rovemmental  finance.

Sir  Edward  Qrigg,  as  noted  an  authority  as 
there  is  on  Empire  affairs,  has  been  discussing 
an  Imperial  economic  policy  in  the  light  of  the 
forthcoming  conference  at  OtUwa.  Hl.s  hope  is 
that  gathering  will  lift  the  whole  question  of 
Tmpcri.il  economic  co-operation  out  of  party  pol- 
lUcs  and  that  something  definite  and  enduring 
will  ensue.  What  the  opportunities  presenting 
them.seives  are,  he  deals  with  from  a  broad  view- 
point. At  present  the  rest  of  the  Empire  Imports 
produeta  trom  Orcat  Britain  to  the  value  of 
X270.0004»0  a  year.  That  part  of  the  Empire 
at  the  same  time  imports  good.s  from  foreign 
countries  valued  at  £280.000,000  a  year.  He  be- 
lieves tiu-  tnuiency  l.s  for  the  Dominions,  as  time 
goes  on.  to  manufacture  more  and  more  of  what 
they  Import  themselves.  Despite  Uiis  he  sees  an 
expanding  market  for  British  manufactures. 

Sir  Edward  then  goes  on  to  examine  how 
Britain  can  best  repay  the  Dominions  when  a 
wider   measure   of   preferences   provalla.  He 
thinks,  for  one  thing,  that   r.rltain  can  help 
anbaal  husbandry.  Looking  at  the  matter  from 
the  broad  rlowpolnt  it  la  not  wheat  and  ceroal.s 
thpt  are  of  most  importance.    Tn  Australia  an- 
imal husbandry  Is  67  per  cent  of  the  total  farm 
produce:  in  New  Zealand  It  Is  87  per  cant;  In 
South  Africa.  60  per  cent,  and  In  the  IrUh  Free 
States  79  per  cent.    In   Canada,   wheat  and 
cereals  are  more  Important  than  antral  hus- 
bandry, but  the  latter  at  the  present  time  Is  re- 
sponsible for  49  per  cent  of  the  total  farm  prod- 
uce.  Sir  Edward  poinUs  out  that  "the  Struggles 
and  the  difficulties  and  the  dlsa.ster.s  which  have 
coma  upon  the  wheat  industry,  particularly  in 
the  West,  are  pressing  forward  more  and  aiore 
the  need  of  mixed  farming,  and  we  ran  do  a 
great  deal  to  help  that  movement  towards  mixed 
farming,  which  li  aa  jamiilfil  lo  tha  proaparlty 
of  Canada  "

Mr.  Sandens,  a  very  able  .sjieaker 
on  a  subject  which  he  has  evidently 
given  great  thought  and  study,  gave 
a  review  of  population  conditions 
exlsUng  in  many  of  the  iMge  coun- 
tries of  the  world  oC  which  he  had 
a  penMnal  knolHedta.  Unemploy- 
ment, he  averred,  was  due  directly 
to  the  rapid  Increase  in  the  popu- 
lation of  tho,se  countries  which  had 
reached  a  .staxe  where  It  was  ini- 
ile  to  ab.sorb  tlie  exce.ss.

Ctolng  back  Into  history  In  the 
feudal  times  of  England  when  there 
was  no  demand  for  labor,  the 
speaker  f1xe<i  the  commencement  of 
England  s  democracy  as  Immedi- 
ately after  the  Black  Death  and 
tlie  Wars  of  the  Roaea,  which  cre- 
ated a  demand  for  labor  aad  labor 
became  a  valuable  oommodlty.

In  good  years  China 
loses  close  to  2,000,000  .souls  and  In 
famine  years  something  like  7.000,- | 
000  annually.  Even  at  ttiat  the 
country  i.s  overpc^ulated  wtth  only 
two-fiftha  of  an  acre  per  person 
where  an  acre  is  naoasaary.  In 
India,  the  speaker  quoted,  the  popu- 
lation would  be  doubled  by  the  end 
of  the  present  century  He  also 
touched  on  Germany,  Japan.  Italy 
and  Canada,  which  countries  were 
lacing  the  crucial  problem  of  popu- 
lation.
